New Sultan Sends Letter to 
Diplomatic Corps Before 
Move Is Made, © 


So Worded That No Rejly 
Is Necessary—E xhibits 
Desire for Justice, 


Franco-S panish Note Regard- 
ing Recognition Is Sent 
to the Powers, 


Sept. 14.—The Franco-Span- 


nition of Mulai Hafid as Sultan of 
Morocco, today was transmitted to the 
powers signatory to the Algeciras 
convention. 

Mulai Hafid’s letter to the diplomatic 
corps at Tangier reached Paris today. 
He announces his proclamation as 
Sultan, which, he says, obliges him to 
execute the engagements of the Alge- 
ciras act. 

Hafid points out, however, that these 
obligations cannot be executed until 
his agents can participate in the de- 
liberations of thte diplomatic corps at 
Tangier, and he asks the members of 
the diplomatic corps to advise their 
respective governments in order that 
the powers may recognize him as Sul- 
tan. 

TO RECOGNIZE TREATIES. 

Mulail Hafid agrees to recognize the 
treaties concluded by his predecessors, 
notably that of the Algeciras act, 
which he considers the basis of pros- 
perity and progress of the empire, 
from both political and economilé view- 
points, since it guarantees independ- 
ence for the country and provides use- 
ful reforms. Mulai Hafid concludes 
with expressions of hope that the pow- 
ers on an equal footing will aid him 
in the elaboration and execution of 
the proposed reforms.

It points out that the 
powers naturally conserve the right to 
exact directly from Mulai Mafid a set- 
tlement of questions touching their in- 
dividual interests, and affirms the right 
of France and Spain to secure the re- 
imbursement of expenses incurred in 
the establishment of order at Casa 
Blanca and their decision to reach a 
mutual undersmnding for such reim- 
bursement with the Moroccan govern- 
ment.

The note says that Mulal Hafid 
should assure honorable treatment for 
Abd-el-Aziz, and reco ends equita- 
ble treatment for the latter's func- 
tionaries and the confirmation of all 
treaties and engagements made by the 
Moroccan foreign board with foreign 
governments; the diplomatic corps and 
individuals; the acceptance of respon- 
sibility for debts confgracted by the 
foreign board: the confirmation of the 
powers’ indemnity commission at Casa 
Blanca, the new Sultan recognizing his 
responsibility for the payment of these 
indemnities; the official disavowal of 
a holy war by Sheriffian sent to towns 
and tribes, and the adoption of neces- 
sary measures to assure the security 
of the ports and the principal interior 
roads. When these guarantees have 
been obtained Mulai Hafid, the note 
Says, can be recognized. 

FRIENDLY SENTIMENTS. . 

An official communication issued 
with the note explains that France, 
instead of trying to profit by the sug. 
gestion and force a settlement of her 
affairs before the recognition of Mulai 
Hafid as Sultan, had a higher concep- 
tion of her duty, believing that his 
recognition should be solely condition- 
al upon guarantees in the common in- 
terest of all the powers. 

The communication points out the 
advantages to Mulai Hafid of his ace 
quiescence, there being the transfer to 
him of cash balance in the Morecco 
State Bank, now in the name of Abd- 
el-Aziz, and after explaining in detail 
the nature of the engagements between 
the Moroccan foreign board and the 
diplomatic corps, ete., which Mulai 
Hafid is asked to confirm, and using 
the case of Alexander as a precedent 
for the indersement of the findings of 
the indemnity commission, concludes 
as 

“The note apparently is inspired 
loyal and friendly sentiments 
all the powers.

Yes- 
terday afternoon the two officers took 
Horning from the station, ostensibly
